His Arrival in Marseilles 


Will Be Occasion of 


Importance 


Charlestown, N. H.. Nov. 21.—Paresis 


•was the cause of tSe death o* Charles H. 
Hoyt, the playwright, at his residence 
here last night 
Ever since his return 


to Charlestown, alter his release from a 
private asylum in Hartford, early In 
August, it had been known by his at- 
tendants and nearest friends that his 
condition wae serious and that there was 
little or no chance for his recovery, but 
Mr. Hoyt apparently had seemed hope- 
ful of ultimate recovery. 


Previous to two weeks ago there ap- 


peared to be a slight improvement in bis 
condition, although he had periods of 
depression. 
About two weeks ago hla 


appetite failed, and he had a bad turn, 
from which he only partlaly recovered. 
Since that time he had been unable to 
take any except liquid nourishment, but 
continued to be up an3 around his room 
until Monday. He steadily lost strength 
and yesterday morning he suffered a re- 
lapse and became unconscious, in which 
condition he remained until death came. 


Mr. Hoyt had no relatives here, and 


during his sickness had been attended 
by Drs. Brooks and Billings, two trained 
nurses, and Dr. Davis. 
These, together 


•with James O. Lylord, his legal guardian, 
were in attendance at the time of his 
death. 


Mr. Hoyt's first play was "Glfford's 


Luck," which was followed by "Sezalla," 
both of which, were fairly successful. Mr. 
Hoyt dropped aewspaper work, and his 
next venture was in 1883, "A Bunch of 
Keys." 
Under his management were 


produced the following: "A Rag Baby," 
"A Tin Soldier," "A HoJa In the Ground," 
"A Brass Monkey," "A Midnight Bell," 
•'A Texas Steer," "A Trip to Chinatown," 
•'A Temperance Town," "A Milk White 
Flag," "A Black Sheep," "A Contented 
Woman," "A Strajiger In New York," 
"A Day ana a Night la New York" and 
"A Parlor Match." 


Mr. Hoyt was twice married. In 1878 


he wedded Flora Walsh, who died in 1893. 
His second wife was Caroline Mtskel, who 
died inl89S. 


In 1S94 he was unanimously elected the 


representative In the New Hampshire 
legislature from. Charlesto-wn. 


Hoyt's career was typically an Amer- 


ican one. He had found success in 
more than one line. 
He did fail In the 


law because it did not offer him a field 
for the exerc'se of those talents which 
made him famous in another department 
of effort. 


A few years ago he wrote out for pub- 


lication in one of the dramatic papers a 
sketch of his life In the form of an inter- 
view. Parts of It are here reproduced: 


"I was born at Concord, N. H , July 2G, 


I860. 
I went to the Boston. L.a,t:a school 


for two terms, where I achieved a record 
for almost everything but scholarship. 


"However, I managed to learn enough 


to pass a-n examination 
for college. 


About this time I received an appoint- 
ment to West Point, but the physical ex- 
amination was a. trifle beyond me. Be- 
sides, I had developed an ambition to 
go west and be a stock raiser. Father 
cured me of this laudable and intellectual 
ambition by purchasing for me an In- 
terest in a Colorado sheep rar.ch. The 
cure was effected in six months. 


"Then I returned to Boston and said 


to myself: 
'I'll be a journalist.' So 


I haunted the newspaper offices till the 
eity editors finally began to give me as- 
*lgnments to get rid of me. My father, 
however, desired me to study law, and as 
I saw no prospects of Immediate •wealth 
In newspaper work 1 went to Charlestown 
and for a time read law In the office of 
toy father's old friend, ex-Chief Justice 
Gushing. 


"One day I said to the judge: 
'Well, 


bow am I getting along?' 
The judge 


answered: 
'You know all my good 


stories, and I know all yours.' 
That 


settled the law business. 


"I was apparently not cut out for a 


legal luminary. My next experience was 
on a daily paper in St. Albans, Vt." 


It was during his connection with the 


St. Albans paper that he developed the 
style of gentle yet keen satire which dis- 
tinguished all his plays and which won 
for him a position later in Boston.

M. Flateeleres, mayor of Marseilles, ex- i 


pressed himself in practically the same 
terms, but his opinion Is not shared en- 
tirely by some members of the- English 
colony, who have discerned' paid agents 
In the Anglophobe cause among some of 
the recent arrivals. 


The prefect, however, is known to be 


an energetic man, and he haa taken 
Strong military precautions. 
The gar- 


rison, numbering about 6000 men, will 
be held in readiness, but out of sight, at 
the Infantry barracks, Inclose proiimity 
to the British consulate, where no un- 
easiness is expressed. 


The Boer delegates fully appreciate 


the disadvantage accruing to thejr cause 
from the fact that the French welcome to 
Mr. Kruger is mainly engineered by the 
anti-Ministerial party, thus detracting 
Immensely from its political importance. 


Messrs. Ftssher and Wessels expressed 


regret at the partielan character which 
the demonstration 13 assuming-. 
They 


tompared it with their welcome in the 
United States by the Democrats which, 
they declared, had prejudiced the Repub- 
licans against them. 
Both insisted, 


however, that the result of the American 
elections have in no way modified their

land." 


Mr. Kruger's plans are not known to 


ttoe Boer delegates here. His rugged and 
independent character opens up a pos- 
sibility of activity absolutely contrary 
to the opinions of his representatives In 
Marseilles, but it is thought unlikely 
that he will issue a declaration of any 
kind before reaching Holland.

TARIFF BB.VI8ION 


The republicans members of the ways 


and meante committee , who -will frame 
and have control of the bill to reduce 
taxation because of a. surplus of rev- 
enue, have wisely decided not to take 
action that would be likely to open the 
largre question of tariff revision. The 
tariff as it stands may not be the most 
equitable that could be devised nor 
even! the best suited to the most solid 
development of American industries 
•with full Justice to the American con- 
sumers. But it is a tariff that has 
brought unexampled prosperity to what 
was a suffering land under an ill- 
starred attempt at tariff for revenue 
only. Industries have adjusted them- 
selves to it, anld it would not be wise 
to at present begin that much dreaded 
business of tariff tinkering. The next 
session of congress will have done good 
service if it reduce, so far as may be 
practicable, the burdens imposed by the 
slnternal revenue measure. 


There is time entagh for useful tariff 


revision. Conservative leaders must 
see that the present tariff law has not 
yet been long enough in operation to 
afford adequate opportunity 
for 
a 


thorough study of its effect and a. cor- 
rect understanding of its faults . There 
will never be a time when tariff revi- 
sion can be undertaken and accom- 
plished with that expeditlousness which 
would best serve the country by re- 
ducing the period of uncertainly to its 
shortest possible limit. But it is cer- 
tain that at tlie present there is no 
•well-defined opinion as to what s' ned- 
vles should be changed. A little time 
will work wonders in this direction and 
car-mot do half the harm that would be 
wrought by attacking the tariff law 
with wholly unripened judgments.

NO COAL COMING HERE 


DEMOCRATS ON MAYORALTY 


Local Dealers Compelled to Walt Till 


Western Demand Is Met 


Thelocal coal dealers are still unable 


to get coal in any large quantities, and 
the supply in this city will not be 
equal to the demand for some weeks to 
come. 


The situation today is, in all re- 


spects, one of the most peculiar in. the 
history of the trade, and, as far as 
supplies go, the condition of thinlgs in 
the east is not 'one whit improved over 
last month. 


While the strike of the anthracite 


miners is practically over, and most of 
the big mines are being worked, there 
are a number of properties where mat- 
ters have n'ot been finlally adjusted be- 
tween employer and employe, so that 
the normal output of coal has not yet 
been reached. 


Even if the mines were all running 


full blast, it would be a hopeless task 
to try to overcome the shortage of 
4,000,000 tons in) the normal product that 
existed November 1 ,as a result of the 
strike. If every mine was worked to 
its full capacity, it would not be long 
before a. scarcity of cars to carry the 
coal away from the mines would de- 
velop, and the efforts of the miners 
would so for naught. 


As far as the east in general is con- 


cerned, the strike might just as well be 
in progress yet. Scarcely a ton) of coal 
can be secured for this section, and 
even New York, with all its great rail- 
road and financial "pull," is not being 
favored much m'ore than) New Eng- 
land. 


The reason! for this lies in the fact 


that all the coal that is being mined 
today is rushed westward, for there 
are vital business arguments in favor 
of this apparent discrimination. 


The 
west 
absorbs an enormous 


amount of anthracite coal, especially 
during the winlter months, and it is, of 
course, more eeoriomical to distribute 
this as far as possible by means of the 
various lake routes. 


Now, 
navigation usually cltoses on 


the lakes about December 1. the date 
being an arbitrary one and determined 
by the marine insuranfoe 
companies. 


This year the date has been set for 
December 5, a little later than usuaL 


It is obvious therefore, that if the 


mining companies do not hurry every 
ton of coal they can mine toward the 
lakes in the next few weeks, the west 
will be deiwived of its- cheap tranls- 
portation rates and be obliged to pay 
the heavier railroad charges for much 
of its coal. 


This is why the coal dealers of this 


section have been given the go-by 
since the resumption of operations, 
•and explains both the continued scar- 
city of hard coal here and the prevail- 
ing high prices . It will be some weeks 
yet before anthracite c'oal in any con- 
siderable quantities finds its -way here, 
and meanwhile it cannot be purchased 
in New York, free on board, for 14.50 
a ton. 
' 


City Committee Debates the Situation. 


Many Conflicting Opinions 


The chief thing In city politics just 


now is the attitude of the democratic 
party towards the mayoralty. At a 
meeting of the demooratlc city com- 
mittee Monday evening a sub-commit- 
tee consisting of one from each ward 
was appointed to talk with leadlnu 
democrats, to find out the sentiment, 
and formulate some course of action 
to report on at a special meeting of the 
city committee Friday ^fening. 


This special committee held a meet- 


ing last evening, and talked over the 
situation, both in regard to the may- 
oralty and in regard to the better or- 
ganization of the party for city work. 
Nothing definite was decided upon, and 
the question of what will be done In 
regard to a candidate for mayor is 
still uncertain. 


A number of democrats are now talk 


Ing favorably of the plan of endorsing 
William Dobson's candidacy, not by 
electing delegates favorable to him at 
the caucuses, but by endorsing the 
municipal league nomination at 
the- 


convention. This, however, meets with 
opposition, and at last night's confer- 
ence the sentiment for it was not gen- 
eral. If this is not done, it is cosslble 
that there will be no nomination, but* 
even here members of the party are 
not agreed, some thinking that there 
should b« a democratic candidate, If 
one can be secured. 


It is interesting to record that a po- 


litical paper published in the interests 
of municipal politics through the state 
and country, in a list of municipal can- 
didates of the state, published tho 
name of W. M. Brown as the demo- 
cratic candidate for mayor of North 
Adams.

N. B. Flood, chairman of the repub- 


lican %'ty committee, said today that 
he would not be a candidate for a po- 
sition on the city committee next year, 
ahcl that he intended to retire from the 
active part he has taken this year. A 
meeting of the republican city com- 
mittee will be held Friday evening.

THICK SOLED BOOTS.

The description deubU soled irould 


donbtlojs courfy to soit mindi the idea 
of the thicl£»Jt soJad <hee or boot tker« 
is, but as a matter ef fact there are made 
boots with CTC soles, mabin; alt»tcthcr 
a sole an inch or More in thickness. Puch 
boots ar* worn by marketmea, as, for in- 
stnnce, in Fulton fish market in this city. 


There the flaar in ba«{n«ss hours ii al- 


ways wet. Great quantities of fish are 
constantly 
beinr 
haadl«cl. Excepting 


those frozen Ijs winter, the fishes that 
come in boxes are packed in ise. They 
are always packing, fishes here for ship- 
ment to th* p 'ent number of interior 
points away trcm the const that draw 
their supplies of salt water fishes and 
fresh water fishes, too, for that matter, 
from New York, and the fiibea shipped 
are ptcked in ice. They seem to be for- 
ever chopping ice here, aad there are 
frapaenis ef ice scattered around and 
teeitine. and there's a sonstnut dripping, 
»ore or less, from the mnny ice packed 
boxes haadled, and they're always wash- 
ing down somewhere to keep the market 
clean. So that in buaineis hours the floor 
is always wet. 


The marketusan mores about lor hours 


on the wet floor, and to keep his feet dry 
he -rears, it may be, robber boots or the 
fire soled marketman's boot, whose sole 
is thick enough to raise his feet clear off 
the floor sufficiently to keep them dry. 
Into the booties, a conTenient place to 
carry it, he tucks, when It Is not in use. 
the handle of the hatchet which he uses 
in opening; or aailinc np boxes of fish. 


There is a three soled boot that i> 


sometimes worn by bookkeepers in th* 
market, vrho might haro occasion to leave 
the oSce r.tul go out on the market floor 
to look after receipts or shipments. Five 
soled and thiee solod boots are worn also 
more or less by staaekmen and br roen on 
shore in various ocfupivtioas besides mar 
ketmen. They are ,vorn bj men workinj 
in big refrizerstora aad in cold storage 
warehouses and in abattoirs. Truckmen 
wear three soloJ boots in winter, putting 
them on in November and wearine them 
till spring, to protect their feet from rain 
and slush and snow. 


As compared with shoes and boots of 


the ordinary kinds, the number of three 
soled and five soled boots sold is small, 
but such boots are, nevertheless, articles 
of regular and steady sale.— New York 
Sun.

That insects hare some idea of num- 


bers is claimed by Lieutenant Colonel 
Delauney in La Nature of Paris on the 
base of a single observation made upon 
what seems to have been a small bug al- 
lied to Corisa, in New Caledonia. It was 
noted that this species was gyrating upon 
a leaf, first in cue direction, then in the 
other, beginning with six turns and com- 
ing down in order to one. This was done 
once only, and no other specimens were 
observed. That the insect could count 
from six to one it thus considered proved 
upon what seems to one who has observ- 
ed insects remarkably slim evidence. 


The gyrating habit is a common one in 


Insects and especially among some of the 
smaller moths after alighting without 
first turning several times in one or both 
directions in succession. Sometimes, with- 
out apparent cause, they will begin a 
dance that lasts for some time, almost 
exactly as described by Colonel Delau- 
ney, 
save that I have never noted the 


regular decrease in the number of turns. 
I cannot in the least believe that the in- 
sects have any real idea of number con- 
nected with these turnings, but I am nev- 
ertheless convinced that some insects do 
count up to considerably more than sir. 


An interesting illustration came under 


my notice in July, while collecting on the 
New Jersey side of the Delaware at the 
Water Gap. At the foot of the cliff along 
the line of the railroad all the old sumac 
canes were used by the little wasp Ody- 
nerus ornatus for breeding purposes, and 
from three to six brood chambers were 
found in the canes. The cells were stored 
with the larvae of the locust leaf beetle 
Odontata 
suturalis, then abc^t 
full 


grown, and as a matter of curiosity I 
counted those in the cells of one stalk, I 
finding ten in each store. 
I 


To aicertain whether this was uni- 


form I cut nil that I could find at that 
spot, and invariably ten larvae were con- 
tained in a completed cell. 
The little 


wasp begins by putting in one larva 
and then lays an egg upon or at the side 
of It. Nine additional larvae are then 
brought in one at a time, for the larva 
is almost as 1-irge as the wasp, and then 
the cell is capped. Now, this insect can 
not only count up to ten, but it can car- ! 
ry the idea of numbers for gome appre- 
ciable time. After three or four larvae 
have been placed in the cell the bottom 
one is lost to view and covtnting from 
above becomes an impossibility. The in- 
sect must, therefore, keep tab on its 
trips so as to neither over nor under 
stock its cell It is not a question of 
length of cell and simply filling a given 
space, for the diameter o* the stalks va- 
ried, and ag the diameter became great- 
er the length of- the cells became less. 


It is worth noting that the habits of 


this" little wasp have not been recorded 
heretofore, but I have no donbt its al- , 
lies with similar habits will be found to 
have the number senso equally well de- 
veloped.—John B. Smith, Be.

MEN OF NOTE. 


Jupiter** «wm MooK 
' 


A new computation of the period of th* 


fifth satellite of Jnpiter, diicovered by 
Mr. Barnard in 1S92, shows the extreme 
acturacy of astronomical calculation* 
when they are based upon a long seriei 
of continuous observations. This compu- 
tation deals rery confidently with thon- 
eandths of a second, the period of the lit- 
tle moon being set down at 11 hours, 57 
minutes, 22 seconds and 647-1,000 of a 
second. The satellite whose time of rev- 
olution is thus accurately determined 
moves with great speed. Its distance 
from, Jupiter's center Is abont 112,500 
miles, and its path is practically a circle, 
BO that the distance which it travels dur- 
ing a revolution is, in round numbers, 
858,250 miles. As it accomplishes this 
distance in less than 12 hours its velocity 
Is almost 500 miles a minute, and this, 
singularly enough, is about the same as 
the average velocity of Jupiter in his rev- 
olution around the sun. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

North Dana Physician Be- 
comes Insane, amct is Held 


for Relatives Here 


EXCITEMENT AMONG PASSENGERS 


Dr. Stephen Witt Had Sflirttd far Chi. 


cago, and Fought When Takin 


in Charge by Chief Dinneen. 


Returned HonwTflday 


Passengers on the 10.S4 train for the 


west last evening were treated to some- 
thing of a sensation lattt evening, when 
Chief Dinneen took fTrotn the train 
Dr. Stephen Witt of Korth Dana. The 
doctor was not arrestted, except as he 
was held here for relatives in North 
Dana_ who believM him to be insane. 
He fought fiercely as he "was taken 
from the car, and the passengers, who 
did not know what it was ajl about, 
were greatly excited. The train had 
to be hold here for several minutes on 
account of the affair. 


A brother of Dr. Witt telephoned to 


Chief Dinneen last «v~enin? that Dr. 
WTU had become insane and taken 
the train for the west, The chief went 
to th« train, and had n«o difficulty from 
the description given in recognizVs 
the doctor. The latter was qxiiet when 
approar»iecl, but when tlie chief said 
"Good evening, doctor." the latter at 
once became suspicious, and wanted to 
know who the chief wus, anyway. The 
chief tried to have th( doctor leave the 
car quietly, but the Batter said he 
didn't want to set off aat North Adams, 
and refused. 


It was then seen tha,*t force would be 


necessary, as the doctor tried to strike 
the chief, and began -to use language 
that caused the wowfen in the car to 
shudder. The doctoi is & well built, 
stocky man, and the tuwsle "was a livelv 
one for some minutes. 


Passengers crowded from other cars 


to see what the troubEe -was over, and 
not recognizing the clnief of police a? 
an officer, 
since tit 
wore citizen's 


clothes^ several of tlis-m wanted to in- 
terfere.' The doctor rtrugsled fiercely 
all the way, but waj finally landed in 
the station, platform* without harm. 


He -was then taken tto the police sta- 


tion, and the relatives in North Dana 
notified. While he imm being searched, 
he reviled) the officers bitterly. 
The 


officers found on hlno, in hills and gold, 
over |$78« in money besides a pold 
•watch and other vsuliuables. He had a 
ticket for Chicago,, a-nd his traveling 
baj showed that it taaS been packed 
in great haste. 


Dr, Stafford was c=a,U«d and exam- 


ined the man, but theire -was nothing to 
be done except to let .him rest. Close 
watch was kept of titen all night to see 
that he did not attsrmpt suicide. 


Dr. Witt told the oncers that he was 


going west to look a-t some property, 
and that he would nesver return to his 
home until they sent him there in a. 
coffin. 


At an early h&ur tills morning Office* 


J. B. Jacque of Ath«l and a nephew of 
the doctor arrived to take him back. 
The doctor was q.m-et tbi« morairur, 
and waa perfectly willing; to return. 
He remembered what had taken place 
Inst night, and shoetoc hands with the 
chief, saying that h« 3ioped they would 
meet again under pEfasanter circum- 
stances. The local ofllcTs were told 
that the d»ctor and hfcs brother had had 
a quarrel, anci that this was probably 
the cause of the trouble. Dr. Witt is 
5(5" years old. unmanned, and has 
a 


large practice in. Mo rth Dana, where 
ha is a member of cn_e of the churches 
and highly rosriecteL 
• It was learned thaW he left his home 
yesterday afternoon .at 4, and that he 
vistied four patients before taking the 
train.

•was sent out last ntifcit: 


Dr. Stephen Witt, for the ?ast 25 


years the leading jfaysiclan of North 
Dana, was taken inwjie la.'t n!-ht. He 
has been far from \*c H for a lony time. 
Some three or fcur y-ekf! »ro he had a 
bad spell and has -never been auite 
right since, although able to attend to 
all his business. 


For three or fooiT •ia.'ys his relatives 


and friends have nofticed tfiat he was 
worse and have bten vratching him. 
Last evening he tookc it into "his head 
that he m-ust go to C hicago, and board 
ed the evening train. Upon reaching 
Athol, he was detalrael by friends for 
a short time, but Tie- still insisted up- 
on going to Chicago_ and purchased a 
ticket for that place. He was detained 
at North Adams by an officer and phy- 
sician, and Dr. Witt-'s nephew and an 
Athol officer took t"he 2.42 train this 
morning to go after tllm. 


Dr. Witt is a very" well known man 


in this part of the»mta,te, being one of 
the most wealthy -citizens of North 
Dana. He is also n prominent Mason. 
It is a very sad case and much sym- 
pathy is expressed (or the family.

UNIFORM COLLEGE EXAMINATIONS 


Williams Likely to Join Sohomo of Far 


Reaching Importance 


It Is proWable that within a few years 


•it moat Williams and the other New 
England colleges will join in the new 
plan for uniform entrance examina- 
tions for all colleges in the country, 
held together at various points, those 
who pass receiving certificates that 
will admit them to any college they 
may choose. Recently representatives 
of 14 colleges in the middle states met 
and decided on such a plan for them- 
selves. It is known that the New Eng- 
land colleges favor this plan, but will 
wait a year or two to see how it works 
with the middle state colleges. 


If this system were adopted for all 


the colleges it would make a material 
^change in the method of entering the 
higher institutions of learning which 
would be of general interest. As it is 
now planned for the middle state col- 
leges, four days in the last week of 
June, 1901, will be set apart for the 
examinations which "•^e to be held at 
SO points in the middle states 
and

centres 


throughout the west In all the subjects 
required for entrance to collere. A fee 
of $5 is to be exacted from very candi- 
date and it is expected that a lar^e 
number of students, bo'th male and fe- 
male, who will not go to collese, will 
take the examinations for the certifi- 
cate to be issued by the board to those 
who pass successfully. The expenses 
of conducting these examinations are 
to come from the student fees, and its 
advocates believe that it will not be 
necessary to call on the confederated 
institutions for added fees. 


Th« n«w system is of far reachinj? 


educational importance and is likely 
to be adopted in time throuKlyut the 
country. The Question was favorably 
discussed, at a recent meeting of west- 
ern educators at the Western Reserve 
university.
